The Boyd-Thayer case has attracted 
cousiderable attention throughout the 
country.

Boyd could be iuaugtirated the citse was 
brought into court on the contention 
that ne waa not a citizen of the United 
States, being of fureii^n birth and never 
having been naturalized. The supreme 
court of the state of Nebraska afhruied 
this contention and Thayer continued to 
act as governwr. 

Boyd app«aled to the federal supreme 
coiirt. Mr. Garland contends that near- 
ly one-half of Boyd's t<erm of office as 
governor must expire before the case 
can be determined, no matter how early 
a decision may be given, and that if the 
oase is permitted to remain on the 
docirat the whole term will expire and 
another Kub«ruatoriaI election will be 
held in Nebratika. 

It will be remembered that there was 
some interest manifested as to whom 
President Harrison would recognize as 
goveraor of Nebraska while was he in 
Omaha, last May, returaing from his 
grand circuit of ihe country. Just be- 
fore he reached Omaha the Nebraska 
supreme cotirt. decided that Boyd was 
not a eitisau, and tba> president, ooosa- 
qnantly, racognized Thaysr.

Wabhwotok, SO.— tIm aik«iil 
report cif GomiUor PHiib^, of Naw Mex- 
ico, has been submitted to the secretary 
of the interior. The report aays that 
the jjeople of New Mexico gratefnlly 
recognize the action of congress in pass- 
ing the land court bill for the settlement 
of private land cluinis. No one hut 
tfaioee who are familiar with tiie subject, 
the report xavs, cut appreciate the im- 
portance or the aorannga (o tbe fntnra 
of New Mexico. 

In regard to statehood. Governor 
Prince says that the constitution was 
submitted to a votje by the people oil 
Oct, 7, 1890, and it waa defeated hy a 
large majority. This action on tli« part 
of the people, the governor savH, while 
pecnliar, does not indic^ate a diHinclina- 
noB to assnme the condition of state- 
hood. He says that New Mexico sbotild 
not be kept in the stibordinate ponitiou 
of a territory, for the reason that she 
possesses the number of inhabitants, the 
resourcee and taxable property. The 
total asse8s«<l valuation of tne property 
of New Mexico in 1890 was 199.847. 
and of this 11,972.16.') waK exempt from 
taxation under territorial luws.
